"In our judgment," said Justice Hnr- 


lan, "the evidence fully sustains the ma- 
terial allegation* of the bill and shows 


K violation of the act ol congress in BO 
fnr ns it declares illegal every combina- 
tion of conspiracy in restraint of coin-- 
merce among the several states and with 
foreign nations, and forbids attempts to 
monopolize 
such 
commerce. Laying 


nsidc the many things of a minor char- 
acter 
and summarizing tlio principal 


facts, it is indisputable, upon this rec- 
ord that under the leadership of the de- 
iendunta, Hill and Morgan, the stock- 
holders 
of the 
Great 
Northern 
and 


Northern Pncifie railway corporations, 
having competing and substantially par- 
allel lines from the great lakes and the 
Mississippi river to the Pacific ocean at 
I'ligpt Sound, combined nnd conceived 
tin- scheme of organizing a corporation 
under the laws of Xew Jersey, which 
should hold the shares of stock of the 
constituent companies." 


ALL COMPETITION' BARRED, 


Continuing Justice Marian said that 


"this combination is,- within the mean- 
ing of the not, a trust, but* if not, i1; is 
a combination in restraint of interstate 
and international commerce and that is 
enough to bring it under a condemnation 
of the fact." 
He held if such a combin- 


ation were not destroyed, "all the ad- 
vKnlnge.it that would naturally come to 
the public under the operation of the 
general laws of competition, as between 
the Great Northern and -Northern Pacific 
Hallway companies will be lost, nnd the 
entire commerce ol the immense terri- 
tory in the northern part of the United 
States between the great lakes and the 
Pacific nt Puget Sound will be at the 
mercy of a single holding corporation, 
organized in a state distinct from the 
people from that territory." 


Discussing the contention of the de- 


fendants that the enforcement of the 
uct of congress would bjrfim interference 
by the national government with the 
internal commerce of the states creating 
those corporations, Justin llarhin. said: 


STATE LAWS SC15SERVIE.VT. 


"This view does not impress us. There 


is no reason to suppose that congress 
had n.ny purpose to interfere with th« 
internal affairs of the state, nor is there 
any ground whatever for the contention 


embodied in terms in the constitution 
itself. 


U N'DISPUTED AUTHORITY. 


To sustain the contention of the'de- 


fendant that, the anti-trust act, if held 
to embrace the merger case, is repugnant, 
to the constitution of the United States 
Justice Harlan said would be to over- 
rule the prior decisions of the court as 
to the scope and validity of the auti- 
trust act. If congress, lie said, could 
strike down a combination between pri- 
vate persons or private 
corporations 


(hat restrain trade among the states, 
••'Surely it ought not to be doubted that 
congress has power 'to declare illegal a. 
combination that restrains' commerce 
among the states and with foreign na- 
tions, as carried, on over the lines of 
competing raili-oSd companies in the ex- 
ercise of public franchises and engeged 
in such commerce." 


Justice Harlan quoted a number of de- 


cisions nnd concluded as^ollows:..,- . 


•Guided by 
these 
long-established 


rules of construction, it ii'manifest-that 
i f . tlio .antitrust-.act is:, bold not to em- 
brace a case such as is now before us, 
the plain intention ' of the legislative 
branch of the government will be de- 
feated," 


Justice Harlan said that the defend- 


ants have no just cause to complain of 
the decree of the lower court in the 
matter of law and it should be affirmed. 


Justice Harlan said that in the mer- 


ger of the two roads the stockholders 
disappeared and reappeared in the se- 
curities company the two thus becoming 
practically 
consolidated 
in a holdiiv; 


company," the principal object being to 
prevent competition. "No scheme or de- 
vice could certainly 
more 
effectively 


come within the prohibition ni the anii- 
trust law and it is within the meaning 
of the act a trust." 


OF GREAT IMPORTANCE. 


The case has attracted more attention 


than any other suit before tlio court 
since the first insular cases ware decided 
and has bec-n regarded by bench and 
bnr as equal in importance with those 
cases and with 'the income tax case . It 
was argued in December last for 
two 


days and attracted general attention at 
that time as it did previously v.-hen the 
decision was rendered by " the circuit 
court for the district of Minnesota. 


The case was brought into th-i cir- 


cuit court under the law of Feb. 11, 
1003, which was for the purpose of ex- 
pediting the cnse and was heard by the 
four circuit court judges of the circuit. 


Thcv united in\a decision favorable 


to the United States and opposed to the 
contentions of the railroad companies. 


CLAIMED VIOLATION OF LAW. 


Tlio suit WF.S instituted by the Unit- 


ed States against the Northern Securi- 
ties company nnd the two railroad com- 
panies, the Northern Pacific 
and 
the 


Great. Northern and their leading stock 
holders for the purpose of dissolving the 
merger of the two roads 
which 
the 


States declared had been created 


that the anti-trust 
domestic commerce. 


act regulates their 


^ 
By its very terms 


the act regulates only commerce among 
the states and in the 
foreign states. 


Viewed in that light the act must be re- 
spected. 


-By the explicit words of the consti- 


tution that instrument and the laws en- 
acted by congress in. pursaanee of its 
provisions, are the supreme: law of the 
land, -anything in tho constitution or 
laws of any state to the contrary not- 
withstanding'—supreme over the states, 
over tho courts and even over the peo- 
ple of the United S'totos the source of 
all power under our government system, 
in respect of I he object, for wliioli the 
constitution wa* ordained. An ut'l of 
congress constitutionally passed under 
ii.s power to regulate couinii-rj-c among 
tins slitti'S nnd with foreign 'nations is 


ujjuu all us much as if it wore 


by the creation of a holding company, 
the securities company. 


This consolidation' wns claimed to Jbo 


in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. It was claimed on behalf of the 
government that this consolidation was 
in effect a pool created to promote the 
interests, not of one system at the ex- 
pense o! the other but of both at the 
expense of tho public. 
The 
railroad 


claimed that the transfer of the. stock 
of the two companies to the securities 
company was in the nature of a sale arc 
perfectly legitimate. The contentions' 
the securities company were review* 
and Justice Harlan said they had receiv 
cd full attention. 
He quoted the var 


ions opinions involving the trust ques 
tion, saying that from them it is to be 
gathered that all contracts in restraint 
of'trade, possible or unreasonable .in 
prohibited by the Shormsfa law, and lha 
tnngffiS 
lifts the power to establish site] 


royulktioi'.a as are luid down in that buv 
6orgrir«;> had power to e'lau't the slat 
Ute. 


Replying in detail to the -poiuU mail 


for the securities company, Justice Har- 
lan said that the contention that the law 
is an interference with the rights of the 
individual states by which the comp.iniss 
are incorporated was not well founded. 
In such cases, he said, the authority of 
congress is supreme.' 
Tic also declared 


it to be unnecessary to determine lhc 
right of owners of the railroad stock to 
sell the property nor was it true that 
the right of the securities company to 
hold railroad was the only question in- 
volved. 
Such contentions are 'wide of 


the mark—mere, men of straw: ' All1 that; 
the government complains of is I he ex- 
istence of a corporation to repress com- 
merce and is not concerned with 
the 


other points. 


QUESTION ONE OF LAW. 


Justice Harlan said in this day there 


should be no doubt of the complete pow- 
er of congress to control interstate com- 
merce, all appropriate means might be 
csortcd to for that purpose. 
All the 


irior trust cases were in support ot that 
ontention. 
Whether free 
and 
unro- 


trained competition was wise, he said, 
ros an., economic question with whish 
he .court need"not concern itself, the 
question was that, of statutory law. 


COMPLETE AS STATE'S. 


He asserted that the power of con- 


gress over interstate 
commerce is rts 


complete as the power of a state over 
domestic commerce. Coining to the pica 
Df the railroads that the anti-commerce 
aw should be declared -.mconstitutionnl, 
10 said that the court could not see its 
way to"lhat end. ''If," he went on., "l.hc 
securities 
company's 
contentions 
are 


sound why may not all the railroads of 
the United States enter into a combina- 
tion and by the device of a holding cor- 
poration control rates throughout the 
country in defiance of congress!" 


Justice Harlan also took occasion to 


say that there had been nothing in the 
securities company's certificate of incor- 
poration to indicate its purpose to be 
Jiat of the destroying of commerce,.nnd 
10 therefore absolved the state of New 
Jersey from any charge of such knowl- 
edge in advance. It might be true that 
a federal court had no power to dis- 
solve a corporation of :i state but, this 
circumstance could not be nn indication 
of powerlessncss to enforce 
the 
law 


than which no corporation is stronger 
No device could suffice to prevent this 
enforcement of the national statutes. 


NATIONAL LAW SUPREME. 


The courts had indeed, consistently 


held 'to the supremacy of the national 
laws of the states. So long as congress 
confined itself to its prescribed 
func' 


tions, he said, there could be no danger 
At any rate, the error, if any, was with 
congress and it was for congress to sup 
ply the remedy, wid not for the courts 


Justice Harlan also discussed the prC' 


dictions of financial disaster from the 
enforcement of the anti-trust law, bu' 
discouraged them, saying they were us 
ual under such circumstances and necc 
not be realized. 


Justice Harlan declared that the onli 


object of the merger was to proven' 
competition and he said that if no om 
else knew this to be the case J. Picrpou 
Morgan, one of the defendants knew tha 
to have, been the case.' Extracts fron 
Morgan's testimony were quoted in sup 
port of this statement. 


The decree of the circuit court, he said 


could not have been of smaller scope 
and it had in no way exceeded its au 
thority. .The law must not be narrow!} 
construed? but reasonably 
construed 


The defendant could not complain of tli 
finding -of the circuit; court and. Justice 
Harlan in conclusion announced the con 
urination of the decision of that court 
saying: 


"•The judgment of this court is tha 


the decree below of the circuit court b 
and hereby" is affirmed, with liberty ti 
the circuit court to proceed in the exe 
cution of .the decree as the circum 
stances mny.'rcquire."

tices "Brown, Brewt'r, McKenna and Day

CALLS IT CBB0NAL STATUTE. 
Justice Holmes read the. 'dissenting 


opinion.1 He construed- the unti-trust 
law ns a criminal statute nnd declared 
that there was nothing in it to'indicate 
that it' had been enacted merely for the 
on'trol of large railroad concerns as is 


nerallly contended.. Indeed the. law 
ad not been understood as applying to 
ailrpads until so construed by the .sit-. 
renie-court." The act, he ..contended, ap- 
lics onlv to contracts and combinations 
n; restraint of trade and .makes no ref- 
re.nce to competition. 
Speaking of the general understanding 
hat the Sherman law applied only to 
irge corporations the justice said that 
lis impression was -breathed from every 
ore of the statute, but that its lan- 
guage did not'bear out the-conclusion, 
fe thought this inference due to the size 
f railroad corporations. 
He took the 


osition that there had been 110 attempt 
o monopolize in the combination, of the 
ailroad and said there .could bo no move 
bjection' to the purchase, of the stock 
f the Northern Pacific and; the- Great 
N'orthern roads by the Securities corn- 
any than' if bought by Mr. Morgan bim- 
clf. 


Referring to the point of personal re- 


ponsib.ility Justice Holmes said: •

NUMEROUS CASES OF 


GRIPPE IN RACINE; 


AILMENT SPREADING 


School teachers who were, afflicted to an 
ilarming extent sometime ago, 
have 


about recovered and most of them are 
again teaching. 


The grippe commenced with the damp, 


chilly, "slushy, cloudy, depressing wea- 
ther' that accompanied the breaking of 
the winter some days since. 
Of course 


a TCat many people were affected, with 
a bad cold, but insist that it is the 
grippe. As a general thing the disease 
is very disagreeable and confines one to 
bed for.from one week' to three weeks 
and often longer. It is not necessarily 
a fatal malady, but the health records 
show that a few have succumbed, most- 
ly old people. 


While physicians are generally called 


in in such cases there are a. great man'y 
who doctor themselves so that the act- 
ual extent of cases cannot be determined 
with any degree of accuracy. 
, 


The grippe starts with a slight' cold, 


perhaps. 
The victim scarcely realizes 


that he is ill. He knows though, that he 
feels sluggish, and he goes home early 
to rest up. Somehow he does not feel 
like doing anything. His books do not 
appeal to him. His work 
bores him, 


and he goes to bed just because there is 
nothing else to do. Then he tosses about 
feverishly for two or three hours and 
finally falls into a restless sleep, in 
which he dreams a, great many impossi- 
ble things, and wakes up in the morning 
to toll his acquaintances that he feels 
as if he had been drawn through 
a 


knot-hole. 


That's the grippe. Perhaps he left the 


window open while the rain was fall- 
ing outside', and inhaled the damp air 
during the night.,. When the fever at- 
tacked him he may have gone out into 
the street without taking proper pre- 
caution. 
That is frequently the 
case 


with the grippe victim, and they usually 
pay for their carelessness sooner or la- 
ter. 


Be careful. That is the wisest max- 


im for the man that has the, grippe or 
thinks he has the grippe to follow.

tected. The provision in the Bostwick 
bill for ail exaction of »/s. of 1 per cent, 
/may-well-be regarded'not as a tax. but 
as a license fee. It/amounts to' only 50 
cents a, year on a mortgage of $100'. Jt 
would not be evaded, so that it would 
bear on all alike. It would ;_yieM 
a, 


larger revenue to the state of New York 
than the present, heavier tax on mort- 
gagee, as the latter is not generally paid. 


In'Wisconsin and other states, as well 


as in New York, the principle of the 
Bostwick bill will sooner or later be rec- 
ognized as the best solution of the prob- 
lem. o£-ranking mortgages yield a reve- 
nue for the state. 


The Wisconsin State Tax-commission 


entertains positive opinions on the mort- 
gage taxation problem, and in its report 
took the advanced ground that mortgag- 
es should go altogether untaxed, while 
Gov. La, Ifollette on the stump and in 
his last message to the legislature' com- 
mitted himself to the opposite side." 


There is no reason why the next leg 


islature should not place upon a com 
raon basis this whole question oi taxing 
securities, for the report of the state 
tax commission gives most valuable in 
formation and makes recommendation:

'cctcd. D. 'B- Clarke, of Janesvilh'. as- 
sistant state veterinarian, accompanied 
>y'J)r. L. A. Forge, of Burlington, .went 
out on' a trip of investigation. At the 
farm of Herman Linncmann, two milts 
cast 
of Rochester, they 
found 
fi 


liorses affected and the four were order- 
>d killed. At the farm of. William Ed- 
wards, in novcr. two were found suffer 
ing with the disease and ..they ivere or- 
dered slain. Four others were placet 
uulcr quarantine for ninety days. At 
Theodore Kcosnian's a horse was order- 
ed fir.arantined for ninety days. On the 
farm of .1. K. Rowley .one mile east of 
Beaumont, they found a'pony that came 
from the west, and supposed to have 


.used the spread of the disease. This 


beast was killed. Two other horses were 
quarantined. 


According to law for horses killed the 


state of Sviscoiisin will pay two-thirds 
the value, of the animals, if the value 
does not exceed $50. Tn other words 
the state will pay &33?> for each horse 
killed. Mr. Linnemann had one team 
killed valued at $400. Tanners are still 
excited over the appearance of the dis- 
ease and arc-guarding their slock care- 
fully.

WAfTHIN'GTOX, March 14.—The opir. 


ion of the supreme court oi the Unitce 
S-taios ii. tlis case of the Northern. So 
curities company vs. the United State; 
involving the merger of the Northern 
Pacific and the Great Northern icilroa 
companies was handed down today and 
was in favor of the government. The 
opinion was read by Justice Harlnn. 


The opinion of the United States civ 


euit court for the district of Minnesota 
was affirmed. 


The effect id to sustain the coptcr.tion 


that the Sherman anti-trust law applies 
to railroad corabinatioris of the charac- 
ter in question. 


AVOO,D MEAN BIG COMBINE. 
"In our judgment," said Justice Har- 


lan, "the evidence fully sustains the ma- 
terial allegations of the bill'and shows 
• violation of the act of congress in so 
far as it declares illegal every combina- 
tion of conspiracy in restraint of com- 
merce (vmong the several states and with 
foreign nations, and forbids attempts to 
monopolize 
such 
commerce. Laying 


nside the many things of a minor char- 
acter and summarizing the 
principal 


facts, it is indisputable, upon this rec- 
ord that under the leadership of the de- 
fendants, Hill and Morgan, the stock- 
holders of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific railway corporations, 
having competing and substantially par- 
allel lines from the great lakes and the 
Mississippi river to the Pacific ocean fit 
Pnget Sound, combined and conceived 
!!)<• scheme of organizing a corporation 
under the laws of New Jersey, which 
should holt! the shares of stock of the 
constituent companies." 


ALL COMPETITION BARRED. 


Continuing Justice Hnrlan. said that

UNDISPUTED AUTHORITY. 


To sustain the contention of the :de- 


fcndant that the anti-trust act, il held 
to embrace the merger case, is repugnant 
to the constitution of the United States 
Justice Harlan said would be to over- 
rule the prior decisions of the court as 
to the scope and validity of the anti- 
trust act. If congress, lie said, could 
strike down a combination between pri- 
vate persons or private corporations 
that restrain trade among the states, 
"Surely it ought not to be doubted that 
congress lias power 'to declare illegal a 
combination that restrains commerce 
among the states and with foreign, na- 
tions, as carried) on over the lines of 
competing railroad companies in the ex- 
ercise of public franchises and engegcd 
in such commerce." 


Justice Harlan ijxioted a number of de-

He held if such n eombin- 
ntion were not destroyed, "all the ad- 
vantages that would naturally come to 
the public under the operation of the 
general laws of competition, us between 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
Railway companies will be lost, and the 
cnlire commerce oi the immense terri- 
tory in the northern part of the United 
States between the great lakes nnd the 
Pacific at Piiget Sound will be at the 
mercy of n single holding corporation, 
organized in a state distinct from the 
people from that territory." 


Discussing the contention of the de- 


fendants that the enforcement of the 
act of congress would bgfuu interference 
by the national government with the 
internal commerce of the states creating 
those corporations, Justice Harlan, said: 


STATE LAWS SUBSERVIENT. 


"This view docs not impress us. There 


is no reason to suppose that congress 
had any purpose to interfere with th« 
internal affairs of the state, nor is there 
any ground whatever, for the contention 
that the anti-trust act regulates their 
domestic commerce. By its very terms 
the act regulates only commerce among 
the states and in the foreign states. 
Viewed in that light the act must be re- 
spected. 


'•fly the explicit words of the consti- 


tution that instrument and the laws cn- 
ncted by congress in pursuance of its 
provisions, are the supreme law of the 
land, 'anything in the constitution or 
laws of any state to the contrary not- 
withstanding'—supreme over the states, 
over the courts and even over the peo- 
ple of the United S'tatos the source of 
all power under our government synti'iii, 
in respect of tlic ffliject 
for which tlie 


constitution was ordained. An act of 
eoiigreas constitutionally passed under 
its power to regulate coinim-ivc among 
the .status nnd with foreign ^millions js 


was argued in December last for two 
days and attracted general attention :it 
that time as it did previously when the 
decision was rendered by " the 
circuit 


court for the district of Minnesota. 


The case was brought into tho cir- 


cuit court under the law of Feb. 11, 
1903, 
which was for the purpose of ex- 


pediting the case and was heard by the 
four circuit court judges of the circuit. 


They united in\a decision favorable 


to the United States and opposed to the 
contentions of the railroad companies. 


CLAIMED VIOLATION OF LAW. 


The suit ws.s instituted by the Unit- 


ed States against the Northern Securi- 
ties company o.ncl the two railroad com- 
panies, the Northern Pacific 
arid 
the 


Great Northern nnd their leading stock- 
holders for the purpose of dissolving the 
merger of the two roads 
whiuh -the 


Umitcd States declared had been created 
by the creation of a holding company, 
the securities company; 


This consolidation wa.? cfaijnod to be 


in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. It was claimed on behalf of the 
government that this consolidation was 
in effect a pool created to promote the 
interests, not of ope system at the ex- 
pense of the other but of both at the 
expense of the public. 
The 
railroad 


claimed that the transfer of the stock 
of the two companies to the securities 
company was in the nature of a sale ard 
perfectly legitimate.' The contentions ni 
the securities company were reviewed 
and Justice Harlan said they had receiv- 
ed full attention. .He quoted the var- 
ious opinions involving the.trust ques- 
tion, saying that from them it is to be 
gathered that all contracts in restraint 
of'li-ade, possible or unreasonable are 
prohibited by the Sherinsfh law, and that 
congress IMS.the power to establish such 
rogulatiOKa-as ore laid'down in thai Jaw.' 
Congress "had .power to o'liicl tlie slst- 
ute. 


. 
CONGRESS IS SUPftEMK. 


for the securities company, Justice Har- 
lan said that the contention iliat the Jaw 
is an interference -\\itli the rights of the 
individual states by which the companies 
arc* incorporated was not well founded. 
In such cases, he said, the authority of 
congress is supreme. He also declared 
it to be unnecessary to determine the 
right of owners of. the railroad stock to 
sell the pioperty nor was it true thnt 
the right of the securities company to 
hold railroad was the only question In- 
volved. Such contentions are 'wido of 
the mark—mere men of straw. ° All' that 
the government complains of is I he ex- 
istence of a. corporation to repress com- 
merce and is -not concerned with the 
other points. 


QUESTION ONE OF LAW. 


Justice Harlan said in this day there 


should be no doubt of the complete pow- 
er of congress to control interstate com- 
merce, all appropriate means might be 
resorted to for that purpose. All tlio 
prior trust cases were in support ot that 
contention. Whether free 
and • iinre- 


ftrained; competition;was wise, ]ic said, 


an;, egajLonu'e .question with -which 


the •;court need "not concern:'•itself, tie 
question -was that, of 'statutory'law. 


COMPLETE AS STATE'S. 


He asserted that the power of con- 


gress over interstate 
commcitee is ss 


complete as the power of a state ovor 
domestic commerce. Coming to the pica 
of the railroads' that the anti-commerce 
law should be declared unconstitutional, 
he saidt.that the court .could not sec its 
way to that end. "If," ho went on, "the 
securities company's contentions' arc 
sound why. may not all the railroads of 
the United States'enter into, A combina- 
tion and by the device of a holding cor- 
poration1 control rates throughout the 
country in defiance of congress?" 


Justice Harlan also tbolc: occasion to 


say tliat there had been nothing in the 
securities company's certificate of incor- 
poration to indicate its purpose to be 
that of the destroying of commerce,,and 
he therefore absolved the state of New 
Jersey from any charge oS such knowl- 
edge in advance. It might be true that 
a federal court had no power to dis- 
solve a corporation of a state but; sthis 
circumstance could not be an indication 
of powerlessiiesa to enforce 
the 
law, 


than which no corporation is stronger. 
No device could suffice to prevent this 
enforcement of the national statutes. 


NATIONAL LAW SUPREME. 


The courts had indeed, consistentlv 


held to the supremacy of the national 
laws of the states. So long as congress 
confined itself to its prescribed 
func- 


tions, he said, there could be no danger. 
At nny rate, tlic error, if any, was with/ 
congress and it was for congress to sup- 
ply the remedy, nnd not for the courts. 


Justice Harlan also discussed the pre- 


dictions of financial disaster from tho 
enforcemant of the anti-trust law, but 
discouraged them, saying they were us- 
ual under such circumstances and need 
not be realized. 


Justice Harlan declared that the only 


object' of the merger was to prevent 
competition and he said that if no one 
else knew this to be the ease J. Pierpout 
Morgan, oni: of the defendants knew that 
to have, been the cnse.- Extracts from 


not accept all of the language of the 
opinion. 


CALLS IT CRIMINAL STATUTE. 
Justice Holmes read the "dissenting 


opinion. He construed- the anti-trust 
law as a criminal statute and declared 
that there was nothing in it to indicate 
that it had been enacted' merely for' the 
control of large railroad concerns as is 
gencrallly contended.. Indeed the law 
had not been understood as applying to 
railroads until go construed by the su- 
preme'couri. The not, he ^ntended, ap- 
plies orify to contracts and combinations 
in • restraint of trade and .makes no ref- 
erence to competition. 


Speaking of the general understanding 


that the Sherman law applied only to 
large corporations "tiie justice said that 
this impression was breathed from every 
pore of the statute, but that its lan- 
guage did not bear out the conclusion. 
He thought this inference due to the size 
of railroad corporations.,' He took the 
position that there had been no attempt 
to monopolize in the "combination of the 
railroad and said there couJd be no mose 
objection to the purchase of the stock 
of the Northern Pacific »nd-thc Great 
Northern roads by the Securities com- 
pany than if bought by Mr, Morgan him- 
self. 


Referring to the point of personal re- 


iponsibjlity Justice Holmes said: 


"I do riot-expect to hear it maintained 


that Mr.pMorgan could be sent to pris- 
on ,for buyinif as many shares as he lik- 
ed, of the .Gicat Northern and Northern 
pacific,,even if lie bought both at the. 
sanie tiitae;ahd got more than half the 
stock of ejch road."

, CLAIMS LESS THAN" MAJORITY. ' 


"Justice Mobile also read a dissenting, 


opinion, poking up, especially the power 
of congress > to control commerce. Be- 
ginning with an argument in support of 
dissenting opinions, he. outlined the. 
ppinta involved in the case. He referred 
to its importance and called attention to 
the fact that cmly four' members of the 
court, one less than a majority, had unit- 
ed in the opinion of the court. He then1, 
sin id that . such principles' as are laid 
down in that opinion are "destructive of 
government destructive of; human lib- 
erty mitt y destructive of .every principle1 
upon which organised society-depend*."

from Port Arthur one of the enemy's,

CARFERRY BURNS 


•Shenango 
Destroyed 
at 


Conneaut, O.—One Dead, 


Another Will Die. 


CONNEAUT, Ohio, March 
11.—The 


large carferry steamer Shenango, No. 1, 
owned by the Pcre Jfarquette and Bes- 
semer Dock & Navigation company, was 
entirely destroyed by fire off this port 
today, resulting in the death of fireman 
Charles McCarter of Cheboygan, Mich., 
and probably fatal injuries to Engineer 
John Morrell. The boat was one of the 
largest of her kind on the'great lakes, 
valued at $350,000 and-had a carrying 
capacity of twenty-six cars. ,The fire is 
supposed to have resulted from an ex- 
plosion of oil in the engine ,jroom. The 
vessel attempted to make a, trip from 
liere to Port Stanley, early in January, 
but was caxight in the heavy ice. She 
finally succeeded in working her way 
iack into the Conneaut 
breakwater, 


where she has remained frozen in by the 
ice ever since. When the fire was dis- 
covered it was found that she was too 
far out to be reached by the local fire 
department. 


Engineer Morrell was the only member 


of the crew awako when the flames broke 
out. Finding that the fire was beyond 
control, he hastily aroused the others on 
board, and all escaped but the fireman, 
MeCarter. Upon discovering that Mc- 
Carter-was still in the hold of the vessel 
Morrell returned to awaken him. He 
was caught by the flames and before he 
could be rescued was so badly 
burned 


that he will probably die.

No,measure of indignation can lie .too 


heaped up in referring to the horrible 
barbarism displayed by the Springfield, 
Ohio mob. No resonant sentences from 
the masters of rhetoric cun be too sound- 
ing of the gross insult to 
civilization, 


nor too vivid with scorn, contempt, and 
eloquent with rounded periods 
of the 


lapse into barbarism of the twentieth 
century. But after nil this, and after 
all the hideous details and 
infliction.of 


the severest denunciation upon the pco- 
ple of Springfield, of the Buckeye state 
with ail its vaunted enlightenment, there 
remains the scars, the blotch and it is 
for the adjustment of things civilization 
should now address itself. 


No community can hope to find justifi- 


cation for the display of such savagery 
as was shown at Springfield. This beau- 
tiful city and the 
home 
of Witten- 


berg college, in its composition of the 
different natures, 
temperaments, that 


make up nn nggrepation of forty thous- 
and people is no different from that of 
any other city of similar size. The same 
hopes and fears, the same average am- 
ount oE intelligence, the same average 
of human passions exist, and let us say 
about the same measure of indifferently 
enforced state and municipal laws and 
ordinances. But with this 
exception 


that thei$ is uot•necessarily the same 
unnerved !s»Hicers of the law when trou- 
blous times coiiip. For hero, when the 
moi> threatened the jail officials practi- 
cally turned over the criminal demanded 
by the raging crowd of citizens, and tho 
illegal vengeance of citizens usurped the 
law. The accounts of the horrible af- 
fair agreo that the mob not content with 
the execution of their prisoner, display- 
ed their innate savagery and shot hun- 
dreds of bullet* into 
the dead body 


swaying in tho blustering air of March. 
It was all of a pattern. All lynching 
descriptions are about the same, but 
this time it w<is not even accompanied 
with the excuse some southern commu- 
nities hnvp, that tho lynched had violat- 
ed their women. 


There is blame to attach elsewhere as 


well. The community need not take all 
the blame. Some measure of the awful- 
ness of it all can with justice be visited 
upon the law itself which in its opera- 
tions results in so many criminals, guil- 
ty- as guilty can be ami yet released or 
else their sentences made u perfect mock- 
ery through failure of the law. This oc-

sbrcddipst of technicalities to operate, 
in releasing prisoners, other times in se- 
curing new trials, which mostly are the 
merest farces, and agniu through juries 
which misjudge the evidence purposely or 
unintentionally.

judge, jury, lawyers .and 
spectators, 


Borne scoundrelly bit of technicality has 
been resurrected resulting in a bloody 
minded criminal going free: If not this 
then H lot of sickly sentimentality front 
soft pated members of society, which in 
duo time has helped to soften up the 
hearts of those who the law has 
ad- 


judged shall render Hie judgment. Agtiin 
there are still the codes 
which 
per- 


mit learned attorneys to. prevent testi- 
mony from willing witnesses or unwil- 
ling as the case may be,.through the 
process every lawyer knows so well, 


Of course it is no excuse to make for 


a mob, even no palliation for such hid- 
uousness as was displayed by this rag- 
ing crowd of citizens of as presumed art 
c-nlightoncd 
city 
exists 
anywheres 


in the country. But it can at least bo 
said, that others may assume a share in 
the awful crime against our civilization, 
this same intangible public sentiment. 
Let the Springfield people assume their 
burden but let too the great -law it-sclf 
assume its due share, for one account 
•of the brutal exhibitions of mob spirit 
declares that there has been nine mur- 
ders deliberately committed in the city 
of Springfield, Ohio, with a number o'f 
others in the same county of Cln.rk. in 
the past two years. Of this nine, and the 
severo.1 others within this particular per- 
iod, one of the murderers received a sen- 
tence for life imprisonment. Every one 
of tin; others escaped with a light sen- 
tence only. It is stated Dixon, the slay- 
er of Policeman Collie had been releas- 
ed from work house sentences several 
timc» before termination of his sentence 
by orders from the court nml this was 
likely » factor in the lynching. 


For every mob exhibition niuch as 


one'would prefer to <;uli it otherwise, is 
still one way of expressing in a barbaric 
manner it i» true, the feeling''of com-

Although some testimony has been given 
to show Russia did 'send 'her fleets to 
this country with the distinct, object in 
view of helping us should France and 
England join hands with the south, and 
that her war vessels did Ire for a long 
period in our .waters .until the danger 
had passed, yet it is being discredited 
vigorously for some reasons known best 
to the parties themselves. 


But in any case while it may be that 


we are indebted to Russia for past fa- 
vors and there is something in the tra- 
ditional belief she has always been our 
friend and sold us Alaska because it 
was supposed the acquisition of that im- 
mense territory would aggravate Eng- 
land, yet there are excellent reasons why 
the United States should not deny Ju- 
Japan much sympathy, if for nothing 
more than her determined struggle to 
emerge from the depths of heathenism 
and semi-civilized government. It may 
not have, been any of our business-what 
Russia did with Manchuria, and Japan 
with Korea, yet that we did consider 
our trading rights in Manchuria of suf- 
ficient importance to take a keen inter- 
est in demanding the open door, and 
keenly interested in Russia keeping her. 
repeated promises to evacuate Manchu- 
ria, was sufficient to cause us to feel 
friendly to Japan in contesting the right 
of Russia to overrun not only. Manchu- 
ria'but to seriously threaten Korea as 
well, - 


There is no occasion to beat the tom- 


pans or become hilarious over what may 
become an exceedingly keen subject .of 
thought before the war is over. Nei- 
ther Russia or Japan is in any mood 
to staiid much fussing. The. scene of .hos- 
tilities is thousands of miles a\vay it .is 
true, and a slight spark may 
involve 


other nations as well as 
tlte .United 


States, and a reading of 
the tremors 


that pervade the great powers of Eu- 
rope and the smaller powers as well, is 
sufficient indication to show that the 
United States of alt nations has need to 
keep out of the muss in Asiatic waters. 
We stand ever ready to protect onr just 
rights, but officiating as a general guar- 
dian without ample reason's or xmwisely 
interfering, the country .looks to 
the 


keen sight and judicious firmness of 
President Roosevelt and. Secretary Hay 
to keep on the right linei. It will be 
disappointing should any other course 
Ibo pursued but happily there is no indi- 
cation such will be the case. Mean- 
while it will be just ns well if we per- 
mit Russia and Japan 
to get through 


with their unpleasantness immarred by 
any active professions on our part ei- 
ther way. ;They will think just as much 
of us if not more when the cruel Avar 
is over. 


•PUBLICITY IV CANATJA. 


Publicity has been, urged as a preven- 


tive of the excesses of trusts and it has 
also been urged as a means of materially 
remedying the divorce evil and a pre- 
vt'nlivc'ot fraud. It is pointed out that* 
publicity 
in Canada guarantees com- 


pletely against any 
manner of fraud 


whatever, and yet where the evidence 
justifies the divorce, it is 'granted pro- 
vided after the reviews of the testimony 
as provided by the law the divorce com- 
mittee ol the lower house of parliament, 
is convinced, .The machinery in-Cariada 
is somewhat complicated and this ma- 
chinery 
has nothing to do w.ith- the 


courts, as the parliament is the divorce 
court for the Dominion. It is therefore 
claimed for this method that*there can 
be no secret processes, no way by which 
a seeker of a divorce can still'llic hand 
of justice'or defeat the-intenti6n o$ the 
law providing for suitable'notice of the 
intended proceedings, it is very possi- 
ble in the United States and is a matter 
of such frequent occurrence,, ilj is scarce- 
ly noticed, and only too'often .the,first 
notice received by a defendant is the 
notice'the divorce fl/cree'has been rend- 
ered against him. 
But in Canada this 


is not possible. 


The Canadian process lius been re- 


ferred to before and the following pro- 


cess -employed will b«i 'of interest to 
Americans- where a comparatively free, 
and easy process ..prevails: , Says an ac- 
count: "The ', notice of the applicant 
must be published for six months in two 
newspapers in' jlhe "territory wherein the 
defendant resides? whiqh. notice must 
give'4ti0/natne' of 'the applicant' and the 
defendant and'" the' ground upon which 
the ^application, is, based, rand a like no- 
tice must-be^ printed in the Canadian of- 
ficial newspaper. 


•I '"The matter doe's not then go to a 
court, for no Canadian court lias the 
powei' to annul a 'marriage tie. It goes 
to the dominion parliament. The par- 
liament has a committee known as the 
divorce committee, and to this commit- 
tee, the matter is referred, and before its 
nine members all the facts "in relation to 
the case are brought. This committee 
has no set rules, and the matter of pre- 
cedent does not control its actions. 3t 
mny^ arfmit such 'evidence as it sees fit, 
and may exclude such as, in its judg- 
ment, ought np,t to be admitted. 


"Bcfoie the matter is referred to this 


committee, however, it must undergo a 
first reading in "the sunate where the 
salient facts in the case are set forth. 
Then it goes to the committee, and from 
the committee it is returned to the sen- 
ate. The senate reviews the action: of 
the committee, and that body passes on 
it in committee of the whole. If the ac- 
tion of the committee be. confirmed by 
the senate the bill is then referred to 
the lower house of the parliament, which 
reviews both the action of the .senate 
and the divorce committee." 


In Canada where .politics can not pos- 


sibly sway the course of orderly pro- 
ceedings this may do, but in the United 
States obvious considerations to every 
intelligent citizen would prevent 
this 


method being practiced, though a na- 
tional divorce court with uniform laws 
in every state might prove" measurably' 
successful.

MORTGACHB.TAXA'TlttJS. 
j 


The. question-, of mortgage taxation 


seems to -be as "touch of a vexed proli- 
lem in other states as it is in this state. 
Perhaps no feature- in.. this- matter has. 
been -more' prolific of 
• ' discussion '-'than 


where the ;Uiw has insisted... upon, mort- 
gages paying the double tax, timl; is the 
owner of the mortgage paying the regu- 
lar tax, and the owner of the renl estate 
upon which, tlio mortgage has been given 
having to pay the full tax, not deduct- 
ing 
his mortgage. 
This has been 


even made more of a gross injustice by 
the law holding in favor' of monopolies 
and corporations being relieved 
from 


paying the mortgage tax, 
when they 


pay taxes in fprm of license fees as has 
been the custom in this state and others. 


The corporations having no taxes to 


pay upon their mortgages, only upon 
their aniiuol receipts, riaturnlly gave a 
monopoly and operated 'in driving out 
capital which sought • other fields for. in- 
vestment. A mortgage tax 
collecting 


from individuals and exempting corpor- 
ations could operate but in the unsatis- 
factory way. It having been demon- 
strated taxing mortgages without reliev- 
ing the makers thereof from taxation 
was double taxation, and viewing the 
question from a broad standpoint, our 
tax commission advised the non-taxing 
of mortgages, but this .was repudiated 
by the governor of this state, and a most 
unsatisfactory evasion was ..reported to 
by the legislature, which satisfied no- 
body. The tax commissioners 'were right 
in their conclusions that there -shcmld 
b<a no tax \ipon securities, but -the' 'dis1- 
cvwliting of the creation of' t'h'e': state 
still, proceeds from the one who h'ad been 
most responsible. 
" 
' 
' i 


Bui; if mortgages themselves should 


not be taxed the NEW York legislature 
is considering the Bostwick law. which 
taxes mortgages one-half of one per cent 
per annum which in fact is a license 
fee. This proposition is being accepted 
as the 'best way out of the problem, 
though it does of course in a wnv tax 
mortgages. At a hearing 'before tlie leg- 
islature one of the 'speakers in arguing 
for the Bostwick measure said: 


"The .real estate owners and business 


men of the city of New York are oppos- 
ed to the taxation' of mortgages in any 
form or to any extent, but the existing 
condition is so intolerable that, they are 
willing to accept the Bostwick bill which 
exempts from 
taxation all 
existing 


mortgages and exempts mortgages re- 
corded after July 1 upon the payment 
of a tax of one-half of 1 per cent. We 
cannot see. how anyone can be satisfied 
with the existing condition of affairs. II, 
is a disgrace to the state that any law 
should permit the confiscation of one- 
thud (0 one-half the income of .widows 
and orphans and reword exempt institu- 
tions and tax-doclgpr% with increased in- 
terest, -n hich must bp paid by those who 
borrow on real estate security. Wp a,ve 
willing to submit to the charge of in- 
consistency for the sake of putting an 
immediate end io t.his great injustice. 
The present liability of mortgages to 
taxation costs the borrowcia of the state 
on the average at least one-half of 1 
per cent per annum in additional inter- 
est. In Hie rural parts of tho state it 
is sometimes impossible to borrow nl till 
and frequently the 
inei cased 
interest 


amounts to 1 per cent per annum. This 
liability of mortgages in taxation must 
cost the borrowers nt least $12,500,000 
eveiy year, and the woisi fealure.of it 
is that mnny of them do not know it. 
If the Bostwick bill is passed borrowers 
will save all this vast surn in decreased 
interest and will have to pay the record- 
ing fees, amounting to $2,500,000. They 
wil? thus gain $10,000,000 a year." 


This taxation is in the form of a fee 


paid to the register of. deeds and does 
awsiy with nil the ambiguities and trav- 
eling around the circle as does our pres- 
ent Wisconsin law. ' 


The JCvening Wisconsin comments up- 


on this mortgage taxation 
question 


and in connection -with this proposed 
New Yoj*' lay-says:,; 


."While there is no logical basis for the 


practice of taxing mortgages, there is 
ainple warrant in, logic for exacting a 
fae for Jjie recording ,of mortgages, by 
means of" which their holders are pro- 
tected. The .provision in the Bostwick 
bill for au exaction of % of 1 per cent, 
nmy • well, be regarded not ns a tax but 
as a license fee. It /amounts to only 50 
cents a year on a mortgage of $100. It 
would not be evaded, so that it would 
bear on all alike. It would 
yield 
a 


larger revenue to the state of New York 
than the present,heavier tax on mort- 
gages, as the latter is not generally paid. 


In Wisconsin and "other states, as well 


as in New York, the principle of the 
Bostwick bill will sooner or later be ree- 
ognizod as ,the best solution of the prob- 
lem of making ^mortgages yield a reve- 
nue for the state. 


The Wisconsin State Tax-.commission 


entertains positive opinions on the mort- 
gage taxation problem, and in its report 
took the advanced ground that mortgag- 
es should go altogether untaxed, while 
Gov. La Follette on the stump and in 
his last message to the legislature com- 
mitted himself to the opposite side." 


There is no reaspn why the next leg- 


islature should not place upon a com- 
mon basis this whole question of taxing 
securities, for the report of the state 
tax commission giveb most valuable in- 
formatiou and makes recommendations 
as well. 


SiO POLITICAL CAPITAL. 


The attempt of' the Democratic lead- 


ers at Washington to make still move of- 
fensive to the national nostrils this na- 
tional disgrace of the Utah harems will 
be very sure to react disastronslynipon 
them.

It has therefore happened jjha't all" this 
sickening and' disgusting "testimony, 'of 
Utah dignitaries of the Mormpri cluirch 
has bfien, made duly public and the in- 
formation .spread broadcast ..that certain 
men have lived in open..violation of the 
laws of the land and in ^defiance, of the 
'conditions upon which Utah "was made 
a state. We read of the Mormon pr£si- 
dent declaring the fact lie ! 'has 
forty 


children, equally divided between boys 
and girls unfortunately, and 
of 
this 


number a dozcri or so have been born 
since. Utah was admitted as a state. 
This may chime in with the president's 
race suicide 'business, but it does not 
chime in with the nation's sense of de- 
cency. 


It should'be understood that the con- 


ditions upon, which Utah was made a 
state, did iiot.soblige the Mormons to 
discard their .plural wives, the law did 
forbid p)uroj. .mnrriagfts, and inferren- 
tinlly it forbade the lEving in polygam- 
ous .state, hut did not forbid the polyg- 
amists from caring for their wives and 
children: Tb;'be fair it can be stated 
these Mormon leaders while admitting 
to living in a polygamous state deny 
having authorized any plural marriages, 
and they deny such have been made 
since the law went into effect. 


But howe,yer, it will be admitted this 


Senator Smoot had to get the consent 
of his church Before lie could even be a 
candidate. It is admitted he is a Eepub- 
'lican in politics and admitted, the situa- 
tion generally is demoralizing. But what 
is disclosed, the Republican leaders .en- 
tirely honest in the matter, honestly de- 
sirous of doing what is right and of; set- 
ting forth day.by.day the full testimony. 
Would the Democratic leaders'do a fifth 
part as much'; Were this Mormon Smoot 
himself no polygavnist, but'one of the 
apostles of the Mormon church, a Dem- 
ocrat, the thing would have been smoth- 
ered in the closest of some committee 
room, or in. default'no investigation at 
all been authorized. 


It is not well for the Democratic 


party to thus discredit the Smoot inves- 
tigation, to innlce political capital out of 
what may som€i day react in a disastrous 
manner upon their own party.

than a federal office holder no matter 
who he is, assuming political powers and

wine. The annual' grape crop, befor* 
any of the grapes are changed to win* 
or raisins, reaches 115,000,000 in valu« 
and nearly 750,000 tons In weight. 


.The amount of wine made in the 


United States is, however, very small 
compared to that produced in the 
countries of Europe.
